Response to Amendment 

1. In respond to applicant's amendment filed 07/07/2005, claims 43, 45, 46, 58-61, 63,64, 
66 have been amended, and claims 1-42, 52-57 have been canceled. Claims 43-51, 58-68 are 
pending. 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 43-51, 58-68 have been considered but are 
moot in view of new ground(s) of rejection. 

Double Patenting 

3. Claims 43, 58, 65 rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-16 of US 6,658,031. Although the 
conflicting device and method claims are not identical, they are not patently distinct from each 
other because "a compensating member coupled to at least one of said reflectors" of claims 43, 
58, 65 of the present application is not patentably distinct fi-om " a compensating member 
coupled to said end mirror" in claims 1, 10 of patent US 6,658,031.
